REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Both Copeland and 
Lermuzeaux teach monitoring systems and networks for potential attacks, and profiling 
to configure models to differentiate between expected normal behavior and abnormal 
behavior. However, they fall to teach a control plane that when under attack using the 
predetermined model to determine which communications are legitimate network 
communications, and allowing only those determined to be legitimate while restricting all 
others as recited in independent claims 1 and 35, or generating instructions to access 
control devices compartmentalizing the computer network In response to the 
characteristics of the attack, wherein the step of generating instructions to the access 
control devices comprises formulating pass and/or blocking rules for the access control 
devices in response to protocol characteristics and/or port characteristic of the attack, 
as recited in claim 21 .
